To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
East  Kesteven  Sural  District  Council. 


The  health  of  the  community  has  remained  good  and  compares 
favourably  with  that  of  the  remainder  of  the  country.  During  the 
year  there  was  no  major  outbreak  of  serious  infectious  illness,  although 
we  did  experience  a mild  but  fairly  widespread  epidemic  of  Influenza. 

The  voluntary  vaccination  arrangements  still  attract  comparatively 
few  children  for  this  service.  There  is  no  question  that  the  removal  of 
regulations  which  controlled  this  service  has  led  to  a considerable 
falling  off  in  the  number  of  people  taking  advantage  of  it. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  with  the  Regional  Water  Supply 
Scheme  and  several  villages  will  soon  be  experiencing  the  satisfaction 
of  having  a constant  and  plentiful  supply  of  wholesome  water. 

One  hears  criticisms  from  less  fortunate  villages  about  the  lack  of 
progress  in  the  supply  of  such  amenities.  They  can  rest  assured  that 
their  Council  is  doing  everything  in  its  power  to  bring  these  amenities 
to  them  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  Such  schemes  in  an  area  of  small 
scattered  communities  are  extremely  costly  and  the  money  for  them  is 
limited.  If  there  is  delay  it  is  mainly  because  the  authorities  con- 
trolling the  money  for  such  schemes  wish  to  see  it  used  to  the  best 
advantage, and  each  request  necessitates  the  fullest  enquiry  before  it  is 
sanctioned. 

The  erection  of  new  houses  has  proceeded  very  satisfactorily,  and 
in  villages  where  progress  has  not  been  so  good  it  has  usually  been 
because  the  water  supply  and  sewerage  system  has  not  been  considered 
satisfactory  for  further  development.  It  is  essential,  if  we  are  to 
keep  farm  workers  on  the  land,  that  they  are  given  all  the  amenities 
which  their  counterparts  in  the  town  take  for  granted. 

I would  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman,  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  members  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  help 
and  co-operation  in  my  work.

The  Rural  District  of  East  Kesteven  comprises  41  civil  parishes 
and  extends  to  123,406  acres  (193  square  miles)  from  the  now  reclaimed 
and  fertile  fenlands  to  the  fringe  of  the  limestone  hills  of  the  Midland 
Shires.  Situated  in  the  Kesteven  Division  of  Lincolnshire,  it  is 
bounded  on  the  east  by  the  River  Wit ham  and  the  great  Forty  Foot  Drain. 
On  the  south  the  District  limit  is  defined  for  some  distance  by  the  main 
road  from  Grantham  to  the  East  Coast.  It  passes  across  this  towards 
Folkingham,  on  the  trunk  road  from  Lincoln  to  London,  and  then  takes  a 
north-westerly  course  to  Ermine  Street  at  Wilsford  Heath.  This  long 
straight  road  is  followed  northwards  past  Byard's  Leap  to  Temple  Bruer, 
where  the  boundary  turns  eastwards  again,  crossing  the  Lincoln  road  at 
Blankney  Heath  and  thence  past  Metheringham  station  and  along  the  line 
of  Metheringham  Delph,  back  to  the  River  Witham. 


The  inhabitants  of  the  district  generally,  are  engaged  in  agriculture. 
In  addition,  there  are  to  be  found  a few  minor  miscellaneous  trades  and 
industries  and  large  R.A.F.  establishments  at  Cranwell  and  Digby

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  and  activities  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Department  for  the 

year  1953. 

The  most  important  developments  during  the  year,  of  course, 
were  the  commencement  of  the  Billinghay  Sewerage  Scheme,  the  progress 
on  the  first  stage  of  the  Southern  Regional  "later  Scheme,  and  the 
Government’s  proposals  to  carry  out  an  energetic  slum  clearance 
programme.  Such  progress  will  necessarily  place  a good  deal  of 
added  responsibility  and  hard  work  on  the  shoulders  of  your  Public 
Health  Officers,  but  it  will  be  adequately  compensated  for, in  that 
as  improvements  are  effected  they  will  have  the  satisfaction  of 
knowing  that  their  efforts  have  been  well  worth  while. 

Your  Officers  have  endeavoured  to  carry  out  their  duties  with 
tact  and  discretion,  and  have  approached  the  many  persons  with  whom 
they  have  come  in  contact  with  as  friends  and  advisers,  rather  than 
representatives  of  an  authority  wielding  official  powers. 

I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  loyalty  and  co-operation 
of  the  staff,  including  manual  workers  under  my  control,  and  the 
co-operation  and  pleasant  relations  that  have  been  shewn  by  my 
colleagues  in  other  departments. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I have  to  thank  you  for  your 
continued  interest  and  support.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEvTERAGE 


The  existing  sewerage  arrangements  in  the  district  are  with  few 
exceptions,  old,  inadequate  and  inefficient?  there  "being  little  or  no 
treatment  before  discharge  of  the  effluent  into  streams  or  watercourses, 
commonly  referred  to  in  this  area  as  "sewer  dykes."  These  "sewer  dykes" 
especially  during  the  summer  months,  are  a constant  source  of  trouble, 
and  it  is  only  by  frequent  cleansing  and  attention  that  the  nuisances 
are  temporarily  alleviated.  Most  of  the  piped  sewers  in  the  district 
were  originally  constructed  as  surface  water  sewers. 

The  Council  realise  that  no  real  sanitary  progress  can  be  made  in 
providing  modern  amenities  without  adequate  means  of  disposing  of  the 
increased  amounts  of  waste  water  and  refuse  that  are  produced  by  modern 
sanitary  fittings,  and  that  the  construction  of  adequate  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  plants  cannot  be  divorced  from  the  provision  of  piped 
water  supplies,  and  such  improvements  should  progress  simultaneously. 

The  completion  of  the  Cranwell  scheme  and  the  commencement  of  the  Billing 
hay  Sewerage  Scheme  shows  that  some  progress  is  now  being  made  in  this 
respect,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  not  be  long  before  authority  is 
given  for  work  to  proceed  on  the  r.mny  other  schemes  prepared  by  the 
Council . 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 


Although  the  conversion  of  earth  closets  to  the  water carriage  system 
of  disposal  continues  to  be  slow  owing  to  the  inadequate  sewerage  of  the 
district,  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  whole  of  the  houses  served  by 
the  new  sewerage  scheme  at  Cranwell  were  converted  by  the  end  of  the  year 
These  were  effected  at  the  joint  expense  of  the  owners  and  of  the  local 
authority.  In  only  one  case  was  it  necessary  for  the  local  authority 
to  carry  out  the  work  in  default  and  recover  the  costs  incurred.  Every 
house  connected  to  this  sewerage  scheme  in  Cranwell  now  has  an  internal 
supply  of  water,  a sink  and  a water-closet . Other  conversions  carried 
out  were  to  schools,  licensed  houses  and  in  nearly  all  other  cases  were 
carried  out  by  owner/ occupiers . 

The  majority  of  the  older  properties  within  the  Council’s  area  are 
served  with  vault  closets,  which  arc  a most  objectionable  type  of  con- 
venience. These  will  be  converted  as  soon  as  suitable  sewerage  schemes 
are  available  to  facilitate  same.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Council's 
Cesspool  Emptying  Scheme  relieves  considerably  the  nuisances  caused  by 
the  emptying  of  these  closets. 
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THIS  EFFLUENT  CONTAINS  PER  MILLION  PARTS 
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(b)  This  sewage  effluent  satisfies  the  accepted  standards  of  purity  as  they  exist  at  the  present  time.  No  standards  have  yet 
been  adopted  by  the  Lincolnshire  River  Board. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


The  collection  and  disposal  of  household  refuse  continues  to 
function  satisfactorily  and  the  almost  complete  lack  of  complaints 
received  by  the  department  in  connection  with  this  service  confirms 
its  efficiency. 

The  frequency  of  the  collection  appears  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  district  at  the  present  times  the  larger  parishes,  Ruskington, 
Billinghay  and  Heckington  being  serviced  weekly  and  the  remainder 
of  the  district  fortnightly.  The  present  "kerbside"  system  of 
collection  continues  to  provide  a welcome  service  to  the  majority. 

In  those  cases  where  occupiers  are  not  physically  capable  of  carry- 
ing out  their  dustbins,  either  through  old  age  or  illness,  the  work- 
men do  so  on  request.  Although  a weekly  "carry  out"  system  of 
collection  is  most  desirable,  the  inception  of  such  a scheme  would 
necessarily  impose  a heavy  financial  burden  upon  the  ratepayers  as 
additional  labour  and  vehicles  would  be  required  to  implenement  same. 

There  was  some  improvement  during  the  year  in  the  staffing 
problem  and  four  elderly  workmen  retired  and  were  replaced  by  two 
hard-working  young  men. 

The  vehicles  engaged  on  this  service  are  two  Karrier  C K3,  12 
cubic  yards  capacity  refuse  freighters  with  double  cabs.  These 
vehicles  have  proved  their  superiority  over  the  vehicles  previously 
used.  Two  Bedford  lorries  are  in  use  as  emergency  vehicles 3 water 
carting,  soil  carting,  salvage,  etc.,  and  for  any  other  duties  for 
which  an  open  lorry  is  desirable.  The  Scammell  Mechanical  Horse 
was  disposed  of  during  the  year  to  a neighbouring  authority. 

The  staff  engaged  on  this  service  during  the  year  was  as  followss- 
1 Foreman  Driver  $ 2 Driver  Loaders  3 6 Collectors.  These  workmen 
were  also  responsible  for  paper  baling  and  tip  levelling.  The  pro- 
vision of  waterproofed  protective  clothing  was  appreciated  by  the 
workmen  and  the  Council’s  decision  to  provide  two  pairs  of  suitable 
overalls  for  each  man  was  consistent . with  modern  practice. 

The  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  tips  situate 
at  Ruskington,  Billinghay,  Martin,  South  Rauceby  and  Aswarby.  The 
Billinghay  tip  was  filled  during  the  year  and  after  levelling  was  let 
at  a rent  as  a builder's  yard.  The  Ruskington  tip  was  levelled, 
covered  with  soil  and  handed  back  to  the  Parish  Council  after  another 
site  had  been  agreed  upon. 

Approximately  3^00  tons  of  refuse  was  disposed  of  during  the 

year. 


The  provision  of  soil  for  top  covering  of  these  tips  is  difficult 
to  obtain,  but  the  closest  co-operation  exists  between  the  Sanitary 
Department  and  your  Architect  and  when  this  material  is  available  on 
the  Council's  new  Housing  Estates,  every  endeavour  is  made  to  remove 
any  surplus  soil  as  cheaply  as  possible. 

No  serious  infestations  have  been  observed  on  the  tips,  but  all 
have  been  regularly  treated  with  a suitable  tip  dressing.  Your 
rodent  operators  paid  particular  attention  to  these  tips  by  visiting 
same  frequently  and  carrying  out  any  necessary  treatments. 

The  maintenance  of  the  vehicles  has  been  carried  out  satisfactorily 
and  the  services  provided  by  the  Council  at  the  depot  have  no  doubt 
been  reflected  in  increased  efficiency.  * 

The  provision  of  a concrete  wash-down  for  the  vehicles  and  the 
construction  of  adequate  toilet  accommodation  for  the  workmen  were 
effected  during  the  year.

The  private  work  carried  out  by  this  machine  showed  a further 
increase  over  the  last  two  years  and  the  amount  recovered  in  respect 
of  this  work  was  £913*  9s • Od.  compared  with  £626.  10.  Od.  in  1952* 

1,520,202  gallons  of  effluent  was  disposed  of  by  spraying  on 
agricultural  lands  during  the  year  and  there  were  no  serious  diffi- 
culties in  disposing  of  this  material,  thanks  to  the  co-operation  of 
farmers  and  landowners  in  allowing  the  effluent  to  be  disposed  of  on 
their  lands,  and  to  the  efficiency  of  the  workmen  engaged  on  this 
service. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 


The  two  rodent  operators  employed  by  the  Council  to  carry  out  the 
duties  imposed  on  local  authorities  by  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by 
Pests  Act,  1949  have  continued  to  carry  out  their  duties  efficiently. 
Close  co-operation  has  been  maintained  with  the  Kesteven  Agricultural 
Committee  and  the  Committee's  Officers  continued  to  notify  the  Local 
Authority  as  to  the  areas  under  treatment. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  Threshing  & Dismantling  of  Ricks 
Regulations,  1950  have  been  generally  complied  with  and  in  no  case 
during  the  year  v/as  it  thought  necessary  to  institute  proceedings  for 
contravention  of  these  Regulations.

PETROLEUM  ACTS. 

During  the  year  42  visits  were  paid  to  premises  where  petroleum  spirit  was 
stored,  and  it  was  necessary  on  a number  of  occasions  to  bring  the  requirements 
of  this  legislation  rather  forcibly  to  the  notice  of  the  owners.  The  advice 
given  was  readily  taken.

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One  application  to  store  50  gallons  of  petroleum  spirit  in  a steel 
drum  for  business  purposes  was  not  granted.  The  applicant  could  not 
store  same  so  as  to  comply  with  Regulation  7 of  the  Petroleum  Spirit 
(Motor  Vehicles,  etc.)  Regulations,  1929s  therefore  he  could  not  seek 
exemption  from  the  conditions  laid  down  in  the  Petroleum  (Consolidation) 
Act,  1928. 


FACTORIES  ACTS,  1937  'and  1948. 

Eight  defects  were  found  in  factories  in  this  area,  one  being 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  department  by  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories. 
Compliance  with  the  notices  was  effected  without  recourse  to  statutory 
action  in  all  cases. 


OUTWORKERS  PREMISES . 


One  notification  was  received  regarding  premises  used  by  out- 
workers. .This  was  in  connection  with  a female  worker  employed  in  the 
manufacture  of  furniture  trimmings.  On  inspection  the  premises  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory  in  all  respects. 


RaG  FLOCK  ACT. 

There  are  no  premises  in  this  Council’s  area  requiring  the  attention 
Ox  j our  Officers  under  this  Act. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT . 

Atmospheric  pollution  gives  little  concern  in  this  area  and  no 
complaints  were  received  by  the  department  during  the  year,  and  in  no 
case  was  any  nuisance  observed  under  this  heading. 


HEATING  APPLIANCES  ( FIREGUARDS ) ACT,  1952. 

The  responsibility  for  administering  the  above  Act,  to  prohibit  the 
sale  or  letting  of  certain  heating  appliances  without  an  effective  fire- 
guard, and  regulations  made  under  this  Act  in  1953?  was  placed  on  local 
authorities.  Several  inspections  have  been  made  in  connection  with  same 
but  no  infringement  of  the  Regulations  were  noticed. 


PUBLIC  VEHICLES. 


No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  in  respect  of  filthy  or 
verminous  public  vehicles,  and  as  reported  in  previous  years,  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  most  operators  disinfect  their  vehicles  at  regular 

intervals . 


CANAL  BOATS. 


No  canal  boats  are  registered  with  this  Authority,  therefore  no 
action  was  necessary. 


DANGEROUS  STRUCTURES. 

Three  dangerous  structures  were  dealt  with  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  In  all  cases  demolition  or  reconstruction 
was  carried  out  without  recourse  to  statutory  action. 
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SPRAYING  OP  BECKS  ETC. 


Several  dykes,  ditches  and  ponds,  and  the  vegetation  along  sane 
were  sprayed  with  an  aqueous  solution  of  D.D.T.  The  spraying  of  one 
pond  which  was  a source  of  trouble  during  the  summer  months  with  a 
solution  of  Sodium  Hypochlorate  appeared  to  remedy  the  nuisance  and  no 
further  complaints  were  received. 


FILTHY  AND  VERMINOUS  PREMISES. 

Three  houses  were  disinfested  during  the  year,  all  in  respect  of 
fleas.  In  another  case  action  was  again  taken  under  Section  83  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  upon  the  report  of  your  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

It  was  also  necessary  in  one  case  for  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  arrange  for  the  removal  to  hospital  of  a female  squatter 
suffering  from  scabies. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  50  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1943?  it  was  necessary  for  your  Officers  to  arrange  _ 
for  the  burial  of  a male  person  who  had-  died,  as  no  suitable  arrange- 
ments  for  the  disposal  of  the  body  appeared  to  have  been  made. 


PET  ANIMALS  „CT,  1951. 

Only  one  licence  to  keep  a Pet  Shop  has  been  issued  by  the  Council 
and  frequent  visits  have  confirmed  the  suitability  of  the  applicant  to 
keep  such  a shop,  and  on  no  occasion  did  the  conditions  of  the  licence 
appear  to  have  been  contravened. 


SCHOOLS 

Although  the  improvements  and  conversions  to  watercarriage  of 
sanitary  facilities,  etc.  in  schools  continue  to  be  slow,  it  is  grati- 
fying to  report  that  conversions  of  school  sanitary  accommodation  to  the 
watercarriage  system  was  carried  out  at  Kirkby-la-Thorpe,  Dorrington 
and  Osbournby  schools.  This  slow  progress  is  not  a question  of  any 
reluctance  on  the  part  of  the  County  Council  to  carry  out  necessary 
improvements,  but  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  limited  financial  resources 
available  to  them  for  this  'work.  The  closest  co-operation  exists 
between  the  Officers  of  your  Sanitary  Department  and  the  officials  of 
the  County  Education  and  Public  Health  Departments.  Your  Cleansing 
Department  continues  the  tv/ice-yearly  emptying  of  vault  closets  and 
septic  tanks  at  all  schools  in  the  Council's  area,  under  a contract 
agreed  with  the  County  Education  Committee  in  1952?  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  this  helps  to  some  extent  to  alleviate  the  nuisances  arising 
from  the  conservancy  system  of  sanitation. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS . 

The  number  of  moveable  d'wellings  in  the  area  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  16.  The  majority  of  these  dwellings  are  of  a proprietary  type  and 
are  no  doubt  providing  reasonable  housing  accommodation  for  the  occupants 
Your  Officers  were  satisfied  in  respect  of  the  sanitary  conveniences 
provided^  the  quality  and  accessibility  of  the  water  supplies  available, 
and  with  the  methods  adopted  for  the  disposal  of  waste  water  and  refuse, 
before  recommending  the  granting  of  the  necessary  licences.  Several 
complaints  were  received  in  respect  of  small  gypsy  encampments  in  one 
particular  area  of  the  district,  and  numerous  visits  we re  paid  to  these 
squatters  to  prevent  serious  public  health  nuisances  arising. 
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SQUATTERS 


•At  the  end  of  .the  year. there  were  thirteen  families  of  squatters 
in  the  area  occupying  what  were  formerly  military  hutments.  These 
families  were  living  under  very  unsatisfactory  conditions.  The 
Council  were  most  concerned  at  the  problems  arising  out  of  this 
irregular  occupation  of  these  hutments,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
formulated  plans  for  the  re-housing  of  the  majority  of  these 
families  and  the  demolition  of  these  hutments  as.  they  became  vacant. 

HEAT  AED  OTHER  FOODS . 

The  meat  supply  of  the  Rural  Area  came  from  the  central 
distribution  depot  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  which  was  situate  in  the 
Sleaford  Urban  district,  and  all  the  mca,t  'Was  inspected  by  the  • 
Officers  of  the  Sleaford  Urban  district  Council. 

There  is  room  for  improvement  in  the  handling  and  delivery  of 
meat  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  provisions  of  Part  II  of  the  Byelaws 
made  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1933,  ..ill  soon  be 
made  applicable  to  this  commodity.  Informal  action  was  taken  in 
several  instances  in  repsect  of  contraventions  of  these  Byelaws, 
made  for  securing  the  observance  of  sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions 
and  practises  in  connection  with  the  handling,  wrapping  and  deliv^.y 
of  food  and  the  sale  of  food  in  the  open  air.  The  advice  givmi  by 
your  Officers  was  accepted  and  their  requests  were  complied  with. 

The  frequent  inspection  of  butchers'  shops  and  bakehouses 
revealed  that  in  ti^s  majority  of  instances  there  was  very  little 
that  your  Officers  could  adversely  criticise,  and  food  traders 
generally  were  anxious  to  co-operate  and,  in  fact,  appreciated 
the  inspections  carried  out  by  your  Officers.  However,  firm  action 
we. s required  to  be  taken  in  several  instances,  particularly  in 
respect  o£  preparation  rooms  .which  are  not  open  to  the  public  view, 
and  in  one  particular  bakehouse  a large  quantity  of  contaminated 
food  was  Seized  and  taken  before  a magistrate  to  be  condemned. 

The  conditions  here  were  most  unsat isf  .act ory  but  the  proprietor  was 
anxious  to  carry  out  the  recommendations  of  your  Officers,  and,  in 
fact,  reconstructed  his  premises  on  their  advice  and  at  considerable 
expense.  It  is  pleasing  to  report .that  on  future  inspections  there 
was  no  causw  for  complaint. 

There  were  no  clean  food  exhibitions  held  in  the  district 
during  the  year,  although  a useful  amount  of  propaganda  in  the  form 
of  leaflets  from  the  Central  Council  for  health  Education  was 
distributed  to  all  food  handlers,  in  the  district. 

Bacteria  are  mainly  - responsible  for  the  spoil agm  of  food , 
and  since  such  germs-  generally  find  tlnir  way  into  foodstuffs 
through  faulty  methods  'of  preparation,  handling  and  distribution, 
it  is  essential  that  food  handlers  should  not  .only  be  conversant 
with  the  -commons onse  measures  designed  to  prevent  food  infections, 
but  should  maintain  the  highest  possible  standard  of  personal 
hygiene.  Ignorant  or  -irresponsible  food  handlers  should  not  be 
tolerated  and  food  traders  should  .set  an  example  for  their 
employees  to  omul  to.  • Hot  only  is  it  essential  that  food  traders 
and  their  employees  practise  a high  standard  of  food  hygi-n-,  but  the 
.lousewife  herself  should  always  be  interested  in  food  hygiene,  as 
the  methods  adopted  in  the  homo. may  veil  prejudice  the  health  of 
the  family.  ... 

Two  isolated  single  cases  of  food  poisoning  were .notified  by 
Medical  Practitioners ■ during  the.  year.  Enquiries  and  sampling 
did  not  identify  the.  causal  agent £ of  the  infections. 
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The  following  articles  of  foodstuffs  were  voluntarily 
surrendered  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  after  inspection 
hy  Officers  of  the  department.

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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  SAMPLING* 


The  Kesteven  County  Council  as  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  are 
responsible  for  the  sampling  of  Food  and  Drugs  within  the  Council's 
area,  and  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  E.  T.  Hawley,  D.P.A.  (Oxon.),  the 
Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  for  the  following  informa- 
tion  regarding  this  work. 

As  emphasised  in  the  Annual  Report  for  previous  years,  in  planning 
the  sampling  programme  for  the  County  he  had  in  mind  two  main  factors  - 
(a)  to  give  an  overall  coverage  of  3 samples  per  1,000  of  population 
annually  and  (b)  to  carry  this  out  in  a way  which  gives  the  greatest 
benefit  to  the  purchasing  public.  Thus,  since  the  town  of  Sleaford  is 
regarded  as  being  essential  to  the  needs  of  h large  proportion  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  rural  district,  Sleaford  U.D.C.  is  combined  with 
the  East  Kesteven  R.D.C.  to  give  a cognate  sampling  area  with  a popula- 
tion of  approximately  28,000,  for  -which  the  target  is  84  samples  per 
annum.

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  while  this  wide  range  of  commodities 
of  common  consumption  was  sampled,  there  were  very  few  infringements  of 
the  many  statutory  provisions  governing  the  preparation  and  sale  of 
foodstuffs  and  drugs.  The  Department  has  its  own  milk  testing  laboratory 
where  informal  portions  of  all  milk  samples  are  tested,  but  all  doubtful 
milks  and  all  samples  of  other  foodstuffs  are  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  at  Nottingham,  Mr.  '7.  W.  Taylor,  B.Sc. , F.R.I.C.  Samples  on

The  Analyst's  tests 
v/ere  unduly  protracted 
and  his  certificate 
was  not  available  in 
time  to  institute  legal 
proceedings  (see 
comments  below). 

The  sample  of  sulphur  and  orange  tablets  (No.  354)  which  were 
obtained  from  a village  store,  were  a proprietory  brand  manufactured  in 
London.  Their  long  and  involved  analysis  provided  an  example  of  the 
difficulties  which  face  Public  Analysts  under  the  existing  law  which 
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insists  that  legal  proceedings  must  he  instituted  within  28  days  of 
sampling.  The  Food  and  Drugs  Amendment  Bill,  now  Before  the  House, 
deals  with  this  very  point  and  proposes  that  this  period  he  extended 
to  "two  months." 

A notable  event  during  the  year  was  the  termination  on  the  1st 
March,  1953?  of  the  war-time  control  of  sausages,  the  standards  at  the 
time  of  revocation  being  657 0 neat  (of  which  Q0c/o  had  to  he  pork)  for 
pork  sausages  selling  at  2/7-g-d  per  lb.,  and  50/°  meat  in  beef  sausages 
selling  at  l/lCHkL  per  lb.  It  is  interesting  to  report  that  since 
1.3.53  no  sample  of  pork  sausages  obtained  in  this  area  has  contained 
less  than  60?b  of  meat,  indeed,  the  average  figures  for  the  remainder 
of  the  year  showed  a slight  rise  in  quality  coupled  with  a slight  fall 
in  price. 

Rather  fewer  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  during  the  year  than 
in  former  years,  the  decline  reflecting  the  gradual  contraction  in  the 
number  of  milk  retailers  in  this  area.  A noticeable  feature  of  the 
year's  work  has  been  the  complete  absence  of  adulterated  milk  samples. 
There  are,  of  course,  many  reasons  for  this  improvement,  but  perhaps 
the  most  important  is  the  development  of  large  scale  bottling  plants. 
Nearly  all  milk  in  this  area  is  now  sold  in  sealed  bottles. 


REGISTRATION  OF  FOOD  PREMISES. 

The  number  of  premises  used  in  connection  with  the  manufacture  or 
sale  of  ice  cream,  preserved  foods,  etc.,  and  registered  in  accordance 
with  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  are  as  followss-

Several  improvements  have  been  carried  out  in  respect  of  such 
premises  during  the  year,  particularly  with  regard  to  butchers'  prepara- 
tion rooms.  It  will  be  noted  that  there  is  now  only  one  ice  cream 
manufacturer  in  the  district  and  he  is  properly  equipped  to  produce  a 
hygienic  product^  the  equipment  satisfying  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment) 
Regulations.  These  businesses  have  been  carried  on  without  any  serious 
cause  for  complaint. 

PUBLIC  HOUSES,  RESTAURANT  AND  CATERING  ESTABLISHMENTS . 

All  licensed  premises  have  been  inspected  during  the  year  and  in 
several  instances  new  or  improved  sanitary  accommodation  has  been  provided. 
There  is  still,  however,  much  to  be  done  in  respect  of  the  provision  of 
modern  amenities,  especially  at  the  smaller  licensed  houses  in  the  district; 
and  in  particular  with  regard  to  the  housing  accommodation  of  the  pro- 
prietors themselves. 

The  catering  establishments  other  than  licensed  houses  are  few, 
and  although  visits  have  been  made  to  these  premises,  no  serious  contra- 
ventions were  observed. 

Several  mobile  fish  and  chip  vans  have  operated  in  the  district,  and 
although  wash-hand  basins  are  installed  in  such  vehicles,  I feel  that 
present  legislation  is  inadequate  to  deal  effectively  with  such  vehicles. 
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ICE  CREAM

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  ice  cream  retailed  in  this 
Council's  area  has  proved  to  be  of  a high  standard  of  cleanliness. 

There  is  now  only  one  producer  of  ice  cream  in  the  East  Kesteven  rural 
area,  due  no  doubt  to  the  enforcement  of  the  Heat  Treatment  Regulations 

The  remainder  of  the  ice  cream  vendors  in  the  area  retail  pre- 
packed products  manufactured  by  reputable  firms  outside  this  Council's 
area.  All  the  vendors  have  suitable  conservators  for  the  storage  of 
their  products. 

The  inspection  of  Mobile  Ice  Cream  Vans  can  be  reported  as  being 

satisfactory. 

The  manufacturers  and  retailers  concerned  have  been  notified  of 
the  results  of  samples  taken,  and  in  the  case  of  producers  outside 
the  district  who  retail  in  the  district  themselves  and  through  their 
agents,  copies  of  the  Bacteriologist's  report  have  been  sent  to  the 
Sanitary  Officers  of  the  district  in  which  the  ice  cream  was  manu- 
factured. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES . 


Many  of  the  duties  formerly  the  responsibility  of  the  Local 
Authority  under  this  heading  were  taken  over  by  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture and  Fisheries  in  October,  1949*  The  primary  duty  of  the  Local 
Authority  now  remains  the  registration  and  supervision  of  distributors 
and  dairies,  other  than  dairy  farms.

Of  the  36  samples  of  milk  submitted  for  biological  examination  during 
the  year,  one  sample  was  positive  to  Tuberculosis  and  six  to  Brucellosis.

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WATER  SUPPLIES. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  II  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  as  amended  by  the  Water  Act  of  1945?  the  Council  are  most 
anxious  that  an  adequate  and  wholesome  supply  of  water  should  be  available 
in  pipes  to  every  part  of  their  district  in  which  there  are  houses  or 
schools f and  since  satisfactory  progress  on  the  first  stage  of  the 
Southern  Regional  Water  Supply  Scheme  is  reported,  it  is  considered 
expedient  that  the  second  instalment  should  proceed  without  delay. 

The  first  stage  of  the  scheme  already  well  advanced  at  the  end  of 
the  year  will  serve  the  following  villages s- 

■ Newton,  Walcot  (F),  Haceby,  Threekingham,  Osbournby,  Aunsby,  Dembleby, 
Spanby,  Culver thorpe , Kelby,  Swarby,  Wilsford,  North  and  South  Rauceby, 

Silk  Willoughby  and  Scredington.  This  supply  will  be  derived  from  bore- 
holes situated  at  The  Drove,  Sleaford. 

The  second  stage  of  the  scheme  which  it  is  hoped  will  proceed  without 
delay  will  serve  the  parishes  ofs- 

Leasingham,  Roxholme,  Cranwell,  Brauncewell,  Ruskington,  Anwick, 

Ewerby  and  Evedon,  Asgarby  and  Howell,  Heckington,  Great  Hale,  Helprdnglian, 
Little  Hale,  Burton  Pedwardine  and  Swaton. 

Further  schemes  envisaged  by  the  Council  will  provide  for  Ashby, and 
Bloxholme,  Billinghay,  Blankney,  Digby,  Dogdyke,  -^orrington,  Leasingham, 
Martin,  North  Kyme,  Rowston,  Scopwick,  South  Kyme,  Timber land  and  Walcot  ’ B' 

Many  of  the  existing  supplies  are  precarious  and  in  many  cases  are 
overloaded  and  not  capable  of  extension.;  some  parishes  in  fact  have  no 
public  supply  at  present  and  the  private  supplies  are  unsatisfactory  and 

polluted. 

’Water  was  carted  throughout  the  year  to  Brauncewell , South  Rauceby 
and  Swarby  owing  to  the  polluted  private  supplies  in  these  areas.  It  was 
also  necessary,  owing  to  failure  in  the  supplies,  to  transport  water  for 
several  months  to  'Wilsford,  North  Rauceby,  Swaton  and  the  whole  of  the 
area  served  by  the  Newton  Bar  supply.  Owing  to  the  alarming  decline  in 
the  static  water  level  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  the  Council 
formulated  plans  which  could  be  put  into  operation  immediately  it  became 
necessary an  emergency  scheme  for  transporting  water  for  the  larger 
parishes  in  the  Southern  District  of  the  Council's  area.  Fortunately 
it  was  not  necessary  to  operate  this  scheme. 

Particular  attention  was  paid  to  ensuring  that  these  emergency 
supplies  were  of  satisfactory  bacterial  quality  and  very  frequent  tests 
were  carried  out  to  determine  that  the  chlorine  residual  was  sufficient 
in  such  supplies. 

193  water  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Occupiers  of  isolated  houses  using  unsatisfactory  private  supplies  were 
advised  as  to  what  precautions  or  action  to  take  to  ensure  a safe  supply.

Much  has  been  said  during  post-war  years  about  the  increasing  problem  of 
the  sub-standard  houses,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Government  have 
at  last  decided  that  an  energetic  slum  clearance  programme  must  be  put  into 
operation  at  an  early  date.  The  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Bill  which  received 
Royal  Assent  in  1954  requires  Local  Authorities  to  furnish  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  within  twelve  months  from  a date  to  be  fixed  by 
him,  with  details  of  their  proposals  for  dealing  with  these  unfit  houses. 

This  problem  is  a formidable  one  and  the  Council  and  its  Officers  will 
be  faced  with  a colossal  task  in  providing, for  the  agricultural  community, 
houses  that  have  the  amenities  of  the  town  dweller. 
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The  demolition  of  large  numbers  of  properties  may  well  neutralise 
our  efforts  to  overcome  the  housing  shortage  by  the  construction  of 
new  houses,  and  where  suitable,  every  effort  will  have  to  be  made  to 
reconstruct  and  improve  sub-standard  houses  that  are  structurally  sound 
but  lacking  in  essential  requirements. 

There  are  many  houses  in  the  district  which  are  subject  to 
Demolition  Orders  or  Undertakings  Not  to  Re-let  for  human  habitation, 
and  out  of  a total  of  178  so  affected,  114  were  still  occupied  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  The  following  table  sets  out  the  geographical  dis- 

tribution of  such  dwellings s- 
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As  has  been  reported  previously,  many  of  the  occupants  of  these 
sub-standard  dwellings  are  elderly  people  who  can  ill  afford  high 
rentals,  and  there  would  appear  to  be  a serious  need  for  the  erection 
of  two-bedroomed  bungalows  to  meet  the  needs  of  this  section  of  the 
community. 

Fifteen  further  applications  for  Improvement  Grands  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1949?  were  received  during  the  year.  By  the  end  of  the 
year  eight  applications  had  been  approved,  four  were  rejected  and  five 
were  still  under  consideration.  These  figures  show  an  improvement 
over  1952,  but  it  is  hoped  that  increased  publicity  will  result  in 
more  advantage  being  taken  of  these  financial  provisions. 

A survey  of  all  houses  occupied  by  persons  suffering  from  pulmon- 
ary tuberculosis  was  carred  out  during  the  year,  when  it  was  ascer- 
tained that  :‘n  all  cases  the  accommodation  was  suitable  and  adequate, 
there  being  sufficient  bedroom  accommodation  to  provide  separate 
accommodation  for  the  patients  concerned.
